he wishes, or to regulate his pay by 
costs and profits. He must employ men who are 
banded together in a league for the express purpose 
of coercing him. If he venture to employ those who 
do not belong to the society, the workmen who do 
remain are insulted and beaten. It is well when 
worse is not attempted. Scarcely a day passes 
during which the London Police Courts are without 
trials for combinatiqn and intimidation, and the 
powers of the law have to be put in motion to check 
the violence of these Vehmgerihts, which presume 
to regulate the amount of wages, the quantity of work 
to be done, and the persons to be employed. The 
success of the carpenters’ strike has encouraged other 
trades to follow their example ; but we regret to 
say that some of the bakers, at least, have not fol- 
lowed the example of the carpenters in peaceableness. 
From the police reports of Thursday last it appears 
that these men have had recourse to violence; nor 
do we think the sentence of the court at all adequate 
to a crime of such enormity. 

Mr. Timothy O’Brien, of Leinster-street, em- 
ploys a large number of men; he received a 
warning, some time since, from a body call- 
ing itself the Society of Operative Bakers. 
It appears he did not communicate the substance of 
that note to any of his men; yet he was obliged to 
discharge several of them on Saturday last. Then 
he was told that if he employed other men, those who 
remained would walk out, as they belonged to a society. 
Not deterred by this, Mr. O'Brien did employ other 
men, whom he brought from the country. Patrick 
Cavanagh, apparently one of the society men who 
remained, was passing through Stephen-street, in 
company with one of the bakers from the country. 
He was set upon and beaten by six of the society 
men. The assault was fully proved, and, in our 
opinion, the combination also; yet the accused parties 
were liberated on their giving two solvent securities 
for £10 each, and themselves for £50 each, to keep 
the peace for six months. The magistrates may have 
thought that, as this was the first instance of violence 
committed by the bakers’ trade, that sentence may 
actas a warning. We trust it will, and that the 
judicious observations of the magistrates will have 
the effect they should have upon misguided men. 
Still they had committed a crime, and have not re- 
ceived punishment. Being bound over to keep the 
peace is no punishment. These men, ofcourse, will keep 
the peace, but the agents of societies are innumerable, 
and hard to be detected. ‘The men have been dealt 
with very mercifully, and it should be known that a 
repetition of the offence on the part of any society- 
men will be punished with the utmost severity. 

A writer in the Edinburgh Reuiew clearly states 
the aim and object of these societies :--- 


“ Their aim and object is,in every case which we have 
“ been enabled to investigate, to stint the action of super- 
“jor physical strength, moral industry. or intelligent skill; 
“to depress the best workman in order to protect the in- 
“ferior workman from competition ; to create barriers 
“which no society-man can surmount, and which few 
‘‘non-soviety-men dare to assail; and, in short, to apply 
“allthe fallacies of the Protective system to labour. 
“Such a system injures, first, the individual, whom it 
“robs of a free market for his labour ; secondly, the 
“class of manufacturers to which he belongs, by in- 
“creasing the cost and diminishing the efficiency of the 
“ workmen; and,lastiy,the uation at large curtailing the 
“ productive power, and consequently the wealth, of the 
“ community.” 


When it is remembered that these societies are not 

fewer than two thousand, that they contain about 
600,000 members, and command funds to the amount 
of £300,000, destined chiefly for the purpose of sup- 
porting strikes, it is clear how formidable a power 
they wield, and how ineffectual anything in the 
shape of a warning must prove. 
In Dublin, we have lost, among other trades, that 
of sh'p-carpentry, nail-making, woollen-manufac- 
ture, and cabinet-making, solely through the opera- 
tion of strikes. It is time that some legislation 
should take place to render these societies illegal, in 
the same way as secret political societies are illegal’ 
This is necessary for the protection of the men them- 
selves. A very large per-centage of their wages is 
spent in the maintenance of these socicties, quite in- 
dependently of expenses for strikes, counsel, or fines. 
The most arbitrary rules are laid down for their 
government. We copy the following items from an 
authorised fine “list,” to show the absolute character 
of the rules and the difficulty of escape: ---

That members of a particular trade should com- 
bine for the purpose of mutual support during sick- 
ness, for the maintenance of disabled or aged mem- 
bers, for the procuring of annuities, or for funeral ex- 
penses, is laudable and right ; but, when the me- 
chanism of these societies is applied to an inter- 
ference between the employer and the employed, 
and to regulate the hours of labour or amount of 
wages,it becomes dangerous to the community. When 
again, society-men dictate to the masters whom they 
are to employ, and waylay and beat those who 
will labour to support their families, they should 
be met, not by a warning, but by the strongest pun- 
ishment of the law.

Surely, as this agreeable procees is repeated, and these 
grateful chinking money-bags fall heavily and deeply 
into the dark void of the Austrian Treasury, Austria 
will come to feel that peace and good prices are better 
than such hard knocks as she got at Solferino, and such 
indifferent subjects as those she has sold. Ten millions 
for Lombardy ? It was an outlying property with very 
great outgoings, and, upon the whole, it was well sold. 
The best thing for the seller to do is to put away all 
recollection that he ever possessed it, and to stifle all 
idea of ever recovering it. 

It is generally found that when a man has once 
discovered an easy mode of making money the desire 
of recurring to it rather grows than abates. These 
instalments of two millions will become an habitual ex- 
pectation at Vienna by the time that potential M. 
Armand has signed his name to a fifth two million 
cheque. If we ask now what will an Austrian Minis- 
ter do with such a lump of money coming to him all 
at once, we shall come to wonder at a later day how he 
will be able to do without it when the whole price has 
been paid. There is a means of continuing this 
most useful, and seasonable, and agreeable periodical 
accession to the Austrian Treasury. Something 
more is to be got out of Italy. Even Peschiera alone 
would fetch something. Mantua would ransom itself at 
a good round sum. Theinhabitants are already making 
moans to the Congress, and offering any conditions to be 
set free. There is Venice, unhappy Venice, who would 
sell her Doge’s Palace and all the plunder she ransacked 
in Greece, and all her picture-galleries; and some 
wicked sons of hers would throw in all the ornaments of 
her churches to boot, so that she might not be cut off 
from Italy. France has made a bargain for Lom- 
bardy : can no one make a bargain for Venetia ? 
Shall we say another ten millions for this littie 
outlying property ? Depend upon it, it would 
be an excellent operation for both parties. These 
fortresses will always be only a temptation to doa 
foolish thing; that cluster of amphibious palaces 
will never be of any use to any one but to their 
natural owners. Why not seize the present excellent 
opportunity to walk out with profit from an unprofitable 
property ? Sganarelle, inthe “Mepectn MALGRE Lot,” 
will never do anything, either for his own or for other 
people's benefit, until he has been well cudgelled. So 
it seems to be with Austria. She will not move, even 
for her own advantage, without being thrashed. Ap- 
proaching her with all possible respect we might say,

Seriously, however, Austria might do many a more 
foolish thing than to take twenty millions down and 
cry quits with Italy. 


The Daily News on the boasted influence of the 
Times onthe policy of the French Emperor :— 


The public was informed with considerable solemnity 
on Tuesday, and enjoined to be extremely grateful tor 
the discovery, that by the side of the most enormous 
material power that ever existed in society there had 
grown upa moral power which could control it. A 
diligent study of this oracular utterance brought us to 
the conclusion that this tremendous power was the army 
of France wielded by Louis Napoleon, and the control- 
ling opinion the press of England, or, strictly speaking, 
a single journal which gives itself out as the press 
of England, if not of Europe and the world. This 
discovery —made, we presume, since the commencement 
of the late war, which the united English press so vainly 
opposed—is of infinite value, supposing that there is no 
mistake about the matter. If, however, there is the 
least uncertainty as to the fact, then the ostentatious 
claim to so much power overagreat and sensitive neigh- 
bour isthe silliest and most dangerous freak everperformed 
by a newspaper. It is doubly unsatisfactory to find 
that the only pretext for this magniloquent boast is 
the alleged issue by the French Government of one 
more restriction on the French press, because the con- 
cession, if it were made, would be utterly worthless to 
us, and because to be held up to Europe as desiring it 
degrades us in the esteem ofthe world end in our own. 
As far as Englishmen are concerned, we only wish that 
the press of Fiance was altogether as free as we are. 
Whenever we form a wish for France it is that her 
reason—certainly not that the reason of any foreign 
power—should control her material forces. 

Europe is now trembling with the tranmp of armed 
hosts, in consequence of the opinion that every country 
must be armed for its defence. For a long period 
opinion in France has demanded large armaments “for 
protection both at home and abroad. Louis Philippe had 
a vast army, though he was afraid of it, and his son, the 
Prince de Joinville, laboured assiduously to form a 
navy. Louis Napoleon has successfully carried out 
and extended the designs of his predecessors. pinion 
in France may be against the conscription, and against 
the heavy taxation necessary to support a large army 
and navy, but it is madly in favour of large armaments. 
We are not contented with the preparations of our Go- 
vernment, and the bulk of the youthful middle class is 
arming itself for the national safety. It would be very 
agreeable if one nation coul.l arm without alarming ano- 
her; but such is the mutual dependence of nations, that 
his is not possible, and now all Europe is a parade 
ground, if notacamp. To represent armaments as op- 
posed to opinion is palpably a mistake, and it would en- 
courage a lamentable delusion to allow the assertion to 
pass unchallenged, that military power exists in opposi- 
tion to opinion, and can be controlled by the. press. 
As the only safe and sure means to make these costly 
armaments hateful to both people, by making them un- 
necessary, we should open amarket here for the labour 
of Frenchmen on their own soil, by abating or abolish- 
ing our duties on their produce. ‘The sacrifice of a 
considerable revenue is a small object compared to put- 
ting an end to the prevalence of opinion in favour of vast 
armaments. 


The Times on Mr. Edwin James’ proposed Bill to 
prevent Bribery at Elections :— 


Mr. Edwin James has opened ground for the ensuing 
Parliamentary campaign by circulating a proposed bill 
“ to require from members returned to serve in Parlia- 
ment a declaration against bribery, treating, and undue 
influence.” The bill carries out its title with that super- 
lative and redundant phraseology usual to those who 
wish to do by word what is difficult or impossible in 
deed. We cannot say that it adds anything to the usual 
idea of a self-purging declaration, or suggests any 
security which shall redeem the bill from the usual charac- 
ter and fate of “ well-intentioned” measures, It exhausts 
indeed, all the possible modes of corrupt action, and even 
includes under its terrible ban some that elude mortal 
apprehension. For our part, we cannot understand how 
a man can do a thing after an election in order tuobtain 
a vote in it, though this is one of the crimes distinctly 
and emphatically denounced by Mr. Edwin James. The 
only conceivable meaning it will bear is, that if a mem- 
ber of Parliament should either do any kindness what- 
ever for aconstituent, or show the least coldness to a man 
who had not voted for lim, he shall be liable to the ex- 
treme penalties of the act, which are intprisonment 
for two years’ hard labour, and exclusion from Par- 
liament for life. Now, it is quite possible that a 
man like Mr. Edwin James may be incapable of stirring 
a step, writing a line, speaking a word, or giving a look 
in favour of a voter, not only before or during an elec- 
tion, but even after. It is quite possible that no mortal 
eye may be able to detect any difference in his bearing 
to a warm supporter or a bitter antagonist. But thatis 
not the real question, or the true test of this measure, 
even in the case of a Marylebone elector. Would the 
public-houses of that borough be open ? Would Mr. E. 
James’ supporters find themselves utterly excluded from 
the benefit of those kindly mediations with the heads of 
departments now expeeted from members? With

¥orli is likely to afford a tough job; Leghorn has both 
will and means for formidable defence, and regular walls, 
with citadels, protect Modena as well as Parma. 

This aspect of the Central Italy question is too much 
lost sight of, but from the pablished orders ef the day, by 
Gencral Fanti, as well as Garibaldi’s short parting ad- 
dress, folksat a distance from the scene can learn enough. 
People on the spot have made up their minds, from all 
they see and hear, that one of the most sanguinary con- 
tests on record since the thirty years’ war in Germany 
is quite possible, should the wisdom of Europe decide on 
providing such a spectacle.

SPAIN AND MOROCCO. 


Our accounts from Madrid, of the 21st instant, state 
thi the embrakation of the Ist division commenced on 
the 18th at Algesiras, and was completed in the course 
of the night. The first portion of the division, under 
General Echague, landed at Ceuta, and immediately 
proceeded to entrench itself at a spot called El Serrallo. 
At first the Moors offered some little resistance, but 
they soon fled. The embarkation of materiel is now 
going on, but it is rendered difficult by bad weather. It 
is reid that the embarkation of the 2nd division has 
eominenced. 

‘The Opposition journals of Madrid of the 18th make 
new and somewhat violent attacks on the Government 
for the concessions accorded to England in the Morocco 
affair. The Queen had caused solemn prayers to be 
offered up in her private chapel on three consecutive 
days for the success of the Spanish arms in Morocco, 
and had attended them. Some of the journals having 
spread reports that after all a peace was likely to be 
concluded with that Power, the semi-official Correspon- 
dencia @nserts that they are unfounded, and that “ no 
one now believes in the possibility of a pacific arrange- 
The Moors were keeping up an active survei- 
lance by day and night on their coasts. Mr. Drummond 
Hlay, the English Consul-General, was at Tangier, and 
was baving frequent conferences with Katib, the Moor. 
ish Minister of Foreign Affairs. 

The French campaign against Morocco may be con- 
sidered as concluded, after having lasted no more than 
20 days. Its object has been limited to the chastise- 
ment of the frontier tribes, without the French expe- 
‘it onary columns having passed the limits of Algeria 
or occupied the town of Ouchda. The Arab journal 
«<Vobacha announces that there will be no question of 
extending the French colonial frontier, and the ope- 
rations have been confined to the punishment of those 
tr.bes whom the Emperor of Morocco has abandoned to 
the French arms. General de Martimprey is expected 
in Paris, and has left an army of observation, under 
the orders of General de Ligny. 

The Echo d'Oran publishes the following letter from 
Ouchda, of the 10th :— 

“(Cur expedition draws to aclose; yesterday the 
camp was pitched on the field of battle of Isly. A ge- 
eralorder has informed us that Commandant de Co- 
lomb and Si-Hamza had madea grand razzia on the Beni- 
(iuils, who had been guilty of frequent attacks on our 
tribes of the south. ‘This new success, the distribution 
of 1,000 sheep taken the previous day from the Zck- 
karas by one of our goums, and the arrival of a supply 
oi bread and wine from Magrina, all tended to impart 
suimation to the camp. The engineers had, during the 
day,'built a pyramid in stone on the place where 
the tent of Marshal Bugeaud had formerly stood. In the 
evening it was illuminated, and rockets were discharged.

At sunrise on the following mor- 
ning we left Isly, and soon reached the magnificent 
oasis in which Ouchda is placed. We pitched our camp 
at the kprings of Sidi-Jai, about a league to tha south- 
east of the town. Ouchda is the ordinary place of re- 
sicence of all the evil-doers on the frontier, and there 
they accumulate all their .

AUSTRIA. 

Virxxa, Nov. 21.—In my letter of the 15th instant, 
which appeared in the Sccond Edition of the Times of 
the 18th, it was observed that the autograph letter ad- 
dressed by the Emperor to the Minister of Finance on 
the 11th had produced an unfavourable impression, “ the 
Austrian public having noconfidence in the Reichsrath,”’ 
and my statement is thus confirmed by the Augsburg 
Cazette, a paper which cannot be accused of hostility to 
the Austrian Government:— 

“ By the language of the Vienna papers it is to be 
seen that the Imperial Ordinance relatiye to the Budget 
has nut made a favourable impression. Everybody 
knows that the Council of the Empire, which is to play 
a principal part in the supervision of the Budget, does | 
not enjoy the confidence of the homeand foreign money 
markets. Everybody feels that the Council of the Empire 
is an institution which is not in keeping with the 
necessities of the times. The Council of the Empire is 
one of the causes of the present financial and ad- 
ministrative calamities of Austria. The municipal 
law which has just been set aside was in a great measure 
its work. All the laws which have been promulgated 
in Austria during the last few years passed through its 
hands, and it is notorious that noneof them were im- 
proved by its co-operation. To the Council of the 
Empire is to be attributed the decline (Verfall) of the 
judicature (Justizweseny of Augtria. The principal 
duty of the ‘ Reichsrath’ was to superintend the ad- 
ministration of the finances, but this it neglected, and 
no one believes that its future agency in financial 
matters will be beneficial to the State. In all mat- 
ters connected with trade and commerce it has invari- 
ably been a drag. Its manner of transacting business 
is exceedingly slow and wearisome. In tact, it was in- 
tended to check rather than to accelerate the progress 
of affairs. There are very few men of talent in the 
Council of the Empire ; the majority of its members 
belong to the feudal, ultra-Catholic, and ultra-Bureau- 
cratic factions. It is an exceedingly expensive institu- 
tion, the salaries of the councillors being very high. 
The gaps in the Council have, with one or two excep- 
tions, been filled up with high employees who have re- 
tired from active service. The Cabinet in its programme, 
if we rightly understood it, announced its resolve to 
break with the Bureaucratic and feudal systems, but its 
last measure is certainly not a step in the right direc- 
tion.” 

The foregoing accusations may appear to you to be 
too severe, but the Imperial Government must well know 
thatthey are not so. Full two years since it was said 
in my correspondence, that the “ Reichsrath” was a 
very unprofitable member of the body politic, and 
the correctness of the observation is now generally ac- 
knowledged. It is related that two great foreign com- 
panies—the one Belgian, the other French—have made 
“handsome” offers for those domains which, in 1855, 
were given by the State as security to the bank, but im- 
plicit credit cannot be given to thereport. Baron Bruck, 
being in want of money, would, doubtless, like to sell 
the domains ; but there is a great difficulty to be over- 
come before he can do so. The greater part of the 
domains ceded to the Bank are in Hungary, and belong 
to the Crown of that country. Now, his Majesty the 
Emperor has not yet been crowned in Hungary, and 
it is therefore doubtful whether a legal con- 
veyance could be made to any purchaser or purchasers 
of the Crown Lands. The rumour that a part of 
the national property is on the point of being sold 
has reached Hungary, and it is said to have greatly in- 
creased the irritation of the people. It is whispered that 
the Minister of Finance is about to make another at- 
tempt to obtain a loan in England, but British capital‘sts 
will do well not to open their purse strings until the 
financial administration of Austria has undergone a 
radical reform. It is positively known to me that a 
great reduction of the army has been decreed by the 
Emperor, but this is a step which has often been taken 
during the last few years without material benefit to the 
finances, there being persons in the empire who are un- 
able “to sleep o’ nights” if the expenditure for the army 
is not equal to one-third of the revenue. The pre- 
seat strength of those companies of the regiments ot the 
line which are not in Italy or in the federal fortresses of 
Germany is 100 men, and his Majesty two days ago 
issued orders that they should, without delay, ‘be 
reduced to 80. In the spring, however, the strength of 
the companies of the regiments of the line, and of the 
rifle battalions, will, by means of recruits, be raised to 
92 men. The cavalry, which at present consists of 
56,000 horses, is likely to be reduced to about 30,000 or 
43,000. The word “horses” was used,as my military 
informant gave me to understand that more quadrupeds 
than bipeds would be discharged.—Correspondent of the

MURDER IN WILTSHIRE. 

The magistrates at the Hindon Petty Sessions were 
engaged on Thursday with the investigation of the 
charge against Serafin Manzano, a Spaniard, of hav- 
ing murdered Anastasia ‘Trowbridge, the wife of 
George Trowbridge, at Ashcombe-wood, in the parish 
of Tollard Royal, Wiltshire, on ‘Thursday, the 3rd inst.

The prisoner was observed loitering about the locality 
in which the murder was committed, some days previous 
to the 3rd inst.

Nothing appears to 
have been scen of him on Wednesday, the day prior to 
the murder. Next day, Thursday, the 3rd inst., Samuel 
and George Bench, father and son, observed a man 
answering to the description of Manzano, still with 
the bundle in his hand, about 300"yards from the 
cottage occupied by Trowbridge ; he wore a “Jim 
Crow,” or “ wide-a-wake” hat. The cottage is in a 
lonely and sequestered situation, on the borders of Dor- 
setshire, but just within the county of Wilts. On the 
morning of Thursday, Cahir s breakfastcd with his 


wife, and at seven o'clock to his work, half a 
mile distant. At one o'eloek he returned to dinner ; 
he found the door sair fastened,and on looking 
through the window he saw his wife lying on the floor, 
in the midst of a pool of blood, with her head shock- 
ingly mutilated, and resting against the wall.

When a picture was hung up 
for inspection in a public room the publication was not 
a general one, but qualified, and unless permission were 
granted'to a person to copy a picture, he could not do so 
from a right flowing from the fact that it was exhi- 


bited. 

Mr. Sullivan, Q.C., said that he never argued, it was 
competent for a person to enter a room without obtain- 
ing permission, and make a copy of a picture, but what 
he contended was that when a painting was exhibited to 
the public generally, upon payment for admission, there 
was no common law right nor statutable enactment to 

revent him from copying it. 
a Mr. Lawson, Q.C., referred to the 2nd volume of Black- 
stone, page 406, in which it appeared that “the exclu- 
sive right passed from the grantor to the grantee, and 
the powers which the grantor possessed over the 
article sold was transferred to the purchaser.” He 
said he thought the only matter which pressed on his 
lordship’s mind was that Mr. Wallace had given the pri- 
vilege of publishing the picture to the editor of the 
“NationaL Macazixe.”

interest given to Mr. Egge was conveyed, and it was 
the bounden duty of Mr. Turner to protect the 
rights of Mr. Egge as well as his own. If it 
was the respondent’s right to exercise what he claimed, 
he might enter any place whatever, and not only 
feast his eyes upon every picture gallery collection, 
but even bring a sketch-took and take accurate copies. 
This, indeed, was not claimed by the respondent; if so, 
he might have entered the shop of Mr. Cranfield, and 
copied the picture. It was admitted that he repeatedly 
entered the shop for an especial purpose, and repeated 
his visit upon several occasions. 

The Master of the Rolls asked what evidence there 
had been that the respondent visited the shop frequently ? 

Mr. Lawson, Q C., in reply, read a passage in the re- 
spondent’s own affidavit, from which it appeared that he 
had “from time to time visited the establishment of Mr. 
Cranfield.” 

The Master of the Rolls said that the fact that a sum 
of £50 had been paid to Mr. Wallace in 1859, by 
Mr. Turner, at the instance of Mr. Egge, would indi- 
cate that the right of copyright had been reserved.

COURT OF QUEEN’S BENCH—Yesrerpay. 
(Before Mr. Justice Hayes.) 
The Queen, at the prosecution of John Reynolds, v. John 
Eyre. 

Mr, Michael Morris moved that the recognisance of 
the prosecutor in this case be put in suit. He moved 
upon the affidavit of the solicitor of Mr. Eyre, against 
whom a criminal information had been filed, and for the 
prosecution of which Mr. Reynolds entered into a recog- 
nisance for £20 to prosecute with effect. Mr. Eyre 
pleaded not guilty, and was acquitted. The recogni- 
sance had been entered into by Mr. Eyre according to 
the usual custom. Mr. Eyre's costs were more than 
£20, but they could only proceed for that amount. 

His Lordship said he would grant a conditional order 
to put the recognisance in suit against Mr. Reynolds. 

In the matter of Mary Mathews, an infant. 

Mr. Brereton, Q.C., mentioned to his lordship that 
Miss Aylward’s counsel, had thet lady’s return to hand 
into the writ of habeas corpus issued against her, 
to compel her to deliver up the infant, Mary Mathews, 

As this was the last day of the term, he wished to 
know whether there was any probability of the full 
court sitting? 

Mrz Justice Hayes said he thought the full court 
would sit, 

Mr. Brereton said he had seen a copy of the return, 
and he altogether objected to it. 

Mr. Justice Hayes said the other judges were sitting 
in the Court of Error, but he did not think they would 
be occupied there long, and it was better to keep the 
return for the sitting of the full court.

Mr. J. A. Curran asked leave of their lordships to 
hand in the return of Miss Aylward to the writ of habeas 
corpus issued against her. By the case of the Cana- 
dian prisoners, reported in 9th Adolphus and Ellis, it 
was required that the writ should be handed in and read. 

Mr. Brereton, Q.C., stated he was prepared to state 
his objections to the validity of the return, and to sub- 
mit that it was insufficient. 

The Chief Justice said the court were fully authorised 
to inquire into the matter. 

Mr. Curran said his motion was only to hand in the 
return. 

Mr. Brereton, Q.C., inquired when it would be their 
lordships’ pleasure that he should state his objections to 
the return ? 

The Chief Justice said the order was made by the 
court, and the court had the power to object to it. 

Mr. Brereton said he understood it was the practice 
that a period should be fixed for hearing the objections. 

Mr. Curran said he would hand in the return as real. 

The Chief Justice said it was necessary the retura 
should be read. 


Mr. Nagle, Clerk of the Crown, then read the writ, 
and return to it, as follows :—

Le was sent 
te bridewel!, on an order which was sought to be brought 
into court, forthe purpose of having it quashed, on the 
ground of its being illegal. It was alicged the order 
was made by Mr. Curran, as magistrate of the Strokes- 
town Petty Sessions; but he denicd that he made the 
order, which appeared upon the petty sessions book. 
The Chief Justice said, the case should stand 
over for further proceedings. The clerk of petty 
sessions should attend the court, and they would 
require, frem each of the two magistrates referred 
to in the defendant’s return, an affidavit with 
respect to the matters which it was alleged they 
were present at in the petty sessions court. It was a 
very peculiar case, being a case of a return contrary to 
the record. It was important, therefore, to take the 
proper means for ascertaining what the record really was. 
It was the duty of the petty sessions clerk to make the ne- 
cessary entries in the boo When the genuineness and 
correctness ofany entry was despatched they should have 
the proper officer before them to explain the circum- 
stances attending the making of the entry. The case 
should therefore stand to the second day of next 
term. 

Mr. Armstrong, Q.C., said he was counsel for 
Whelan, who had been arrested, and his client did not 

there, of course,on a mere speculative desire to 
havethe law defined. His ulterior intention was to 
complain in an action that the law had been abused and 
strained against him. The only objection he had to 
the course suggested by the court was, that under the 
Magistrates Protection Act, it was necessary that an 
action against a justice should be commenced within 
six months from the date of the act complained of. 
The Chief Justice said that the court should make 
an order nunc pro tunc as of the date of the return, if 
the court came to the conclusion that the conviction 
should be quashed. 
The case accordingly stands to the second day of next 
term, for the purpose of procuring the affidavits re- 
ferred to.

The argumentsin the case of Mr. J. Fetherston, against 
one of the magistrates of Clonmel, was fixed for the 
second day of next term. It will be recollected Mr. 
Fetherston was alleged to have been arrested at the in- 
stance of Mr. Bernal Osborne, for trespassing in his 
demesne, at Newtownanner, and that, on being arrested, 
he assaulted some of Mr. Osborne’s servants. He was 
then brought before the magistrates, and committed as 
a dangerous lunatic. 

Mr. Whiteside, Q.C., appeared for him yesterday, and 
said that when the case came before the court he would 
show the arrest was not justifiable. 

Mr. Brewster, Q.C., appeared upon the other side, and 
said it was his intention to have the whole case opened 
again. 

After some discussion, the second day of next term 
was fixed for the arguments. 

BREACH OF PROMISE OF MARRIAGE. 
Julia Trowsdale v. Hugh Stewart. 

Mr. Falkiner, on behalf of the defendant in this case, 
applied to have the case taken out of the Nisi Prius list 
for this court, and laid in the county Antrim, on the 
ground of precipitancy, it being alleged the defendant 
had not time sufficient to prepare his defence; and, 
secondly, that all the witnesses in the case resided in 
Belfast. The action was brought by Miss Julia Trows- 
dale, of Belfast, for breach of promise of marriage, and 
she laid her damages at £2,000. She stated the defendant 
had been courting her for a considerable period, and 
promised to marry her, and that he suddenly broke off 
paying his addresses to her, and married another lady on 
the 12th October last, at Holywood, near Belfast. He 
stated that immediately after his marriage he started on 
a wedding tour through the South and West of Ire- 
land. The first intimation he received that 
an action was about being taken against him was in 
Cork last month, where he had been spending the honey- 
moon, and that he then got a letter stating a writ had 
been left at his house for him at Holywood, of the nature 
of which he was not aware until after his return home. 
It was alleged against him that he was seeking to evade 
the service of the writ, but he gave his undertaking 
that he would appear if properly served, and that he 
was not evading the service. His counsel stated 
he had scarcely sufficient time to make his de- 
fence, but he did put a defence upon the file, after 
being told by the plaintiff’s attorney that, if he did 
not, judgment would be marked against him. The de- 
fence was a denial of the promise of marriage, but ad- 
mitting, that in the termination of 1856, he entered into 
a literary correspondence with the plaintiff, and that 
eventually he intended it should have the satisfactory 
result to which the young lady thought it would lead ; 
butat thetime he was entirely dependent on his grand- 
father, and had no means of hisown. He then pro- 
ceeded to refer to some matters of a private nature, as 
to the plaintiff's family, and alleged his grandfather did 
not approve of his marriage with her. 

Mr. Armstrong, Q.C., with whom was Mr, Sharman 
Crawford, appeared on behalfof the young lady, to oppose 
the motion for change of venue. He said that four pages 
of closely,-written brief was occupied by the defendant, 
in his explanation of the circumstances attending the 
service of the writ of summons and plaint, and the ap- 
pearance he made to it, and the residue was devoted to 
the abuse of the young lady and her family. The young 
lady swore that after the defendant knew of the bank- 
ruptcy of some members of her family, he wrote her the 
following letter :'—“My dearest Julia—You must very 
much misjudge me if you should infer my love 
for you G6uld wane on account of those misfortunes.” 
Counsel submitted there was no reasonable.ground 
shown to justify a change of the venue, and that 
theobject was todelay the trial of the action. Coun- 
sel said it was a case in which speedy justice should 
be done tothe feelings of the plaintiff, and she should 
not be kept longer in the agony of suspense, after being 
grossly jilted by the defendant. 

Mr. Justice O’Brien inquired if the plaintiff's affidavit 
stated she would not get as fair a trial in Antrim as in 
Dublin ? 


Mr. Armstrong said not. The plaintiff would, if the 
court thought proper so to direct, pay the expenses of 
the defendant’s witnesses, on the Chief Justice certifying 
their evidence was material in the case. 

Mr. Sullivan, Q.C., on behalf of the defendant, argued 
that it was necessary for the convenience of both parties 
that the case should be tried in Antrim. The defendant, 
he observed, was married upon the 9th. November, and 
they chased him with the writ for breach of promise 
during the honeymoon, without giving him any notice. 
(Laughter:) 

Mr. 8. Crawford said, the defendant had given the 
plaintiff no notice that he was going to get married, and 
she did not think it necessary to give him any notice 
of the service of the writ. (Laughter.) 

The court made no rule upon the motion, counsel for 
the plaintiff undertaking to pay the expenses of the

The Queen, at the prosecution of John M‘Donnell ee.

Mr. Sidney applied for a conditional order for a 
certiorari in this case, to return into court from Athy 
a warrant and certain proceedings against his client, Mr. 
M‘Donnell. ‘The case was rather ofa peculiar nature. His 
client, he stated, was a respectable pawnbroker, residing 
in Athy, and a man, named Leonard, gave him a 
gun in pawn, on which he lent 18s. Subsequently a 
genileman, named Mills, came into the office, and 
said the gun im question was his. Ile was told by 
the pawnbroker the circumstance of its having been 
pawned with him. Mr. Mills then went away, and 
swore an information before tle magistrates, in reference 
to the gun. Nothing further occurred until a policeman 
went into Mr. M-Donnell’s office, took the gun, and ia- 
formed Mr. M Donnell that he should go along with him, 
as Mr. Bulwer, the magistrate, had issued a warrant 
against him. He was then taken to the court-house 
in Athy, where Mr. Bulwer and Captain Lefroy were 
presiding, and the policeman informed the bench 
that that was Mr. M‘Donnell. Counsel stated that 
his client asked Mr. Bulwer what was the charge 
against him, andthat the latter simply informed him 
he had committed him for trial, and ion left the bench. 
Captain Lefroy took bail for Mr. M‘Donnell’s appear- 
ance. Subsequently, Mr. Sidney, as counsel for Mr. 
M‘Donnell, stated to Mr. Bulwer he was to 
argc the case on behalf of his client, but he 
that Mr. Bulwer replied there was no use in 
him, as the bench had made up their minds to send the 
case for trial. The case, accordingly, stood adj

OURT OF COMMON PLEAS—YEstTerpar. 
. (Before the Full Court.) 
Leonard and others se. M'Mahon. Bui 
The Lord Chief Justice delivered judgment in this 


case, which was argued before their lordships in the 
course of the term. 


His lordship said it was an applica- 
tion on the part of Mr. M‘Mahen to set aside a writ of 
ea. sa., which had been issued to arrest him for the 
payment of the sum of £540, which were adjudged as 
costs against him by the House of Lords. Pending this 
«pplication, Mr. M‘Mahon had been arrested and had paid 
the money. The action was originally brought by Mr. 
M‘Mahon, to recover damages against the defendants, 
for disturbing him in his office of weighmaster, in the 
townof Clones. There was a verdict tor Mr. M*Mahon 
for some hundred pounds damages, but certain excep- 
tions having been taken to the direction of the judge at 
the trial, they were argued before the Court of Common 
Pleas, and they were of opinion that those ex- 
ceptions were not well founded. The defendants, 
having been dissatisfied with that judgment, pro- 
ceeded with a writ of error into the Court of Exche- 
quer Chamber. The result of the judgment of the 
Court of Exchequer was; that some of the excepuons 
taken at the trial were well founded, and they reversed 
the judgment of the Common Pleas, and awarded a 
veniri de novo. Mr. M‘Mahon was not satisfied with 
this judgment, and lodged a writ of error to the House 
of Lords, with a view of upholding the judgment of the 
Common Pleas. The defendants sought to quash that 
writ of error, upon the ground that no writ of error lay 
from a judgment which was not a final judgment, but 
merely a judgment for a new trial. However, the case 
came before the House of Lords upon the questions raised 
before the Exchequer Chamber, and they agreed with that 
court, and transmitted the proceedings to the Common 
Pleas. The grounds taken against the court putting into 
execution the judgment of the House of Lords, so far as 
regards the payment of costs, were, first —that no court 
had authority to award costs upen a veniri de novi, which 
was merely an interlocutory proceeding. Whatever 
error the Ilouse of Lords may have committed in 
awarding costs, he (the Lord Chief Justice) was of 
opinion that they were precluded from entering into 
this question, as also into the question of whether the 
House of Lords should have respited the execution of 
costs until the cause had been finally determined. ‘The 
writ of execution had issued according to the practice 
of the court, and they could not question what had 
been done by the House of Lords, but should assume, 
for the purposes of this motion, that their judgment 
was right in all particulars. 

Judge Keogh concurred with the judgment of the 
Lord Chief Justice, and said that no matter by what 
ingenuity it had been varied, in his opinion the present 
motion resolved itself into an appeal from the judgment 
of the House of Lords. 

Judges Ball and Christian severally expressed their 
concurrence in the judgment of the Chief Justice. 

O'Hare vr. Fahey and others. 

The Court also delivered judgment inthis case. The 
question raised was as to the rights of the defendants 
to commonage and turbary on the mountain of Moy- 
glass, in the county of Galway. Their lordships were 
of opinion that the defendants were entitled to the com- 
monage and turbary they claimed. 


COURT OF EXCHEQUER—YeEstTerpDay. 
(Before the Lord Chief Baron, and Barons Fitzgerald 
and Hughes.)

In this case, Mr. D. C. Heron moved, on behalf of the 
plaintiff, for a special inspection and valuation. The 
action had been brought by the plaintiff, who isa 
builder, for work and labour done in the defendant’s 
house at Bray.

Rogers v. Burke. 

Mr. Hickson, in this case, for the plaintiff, said that 
on a former day the court had directed the service of the 
writ of summons and plaint to be effected by 
sending it through the post-office. When they 
attended since to mark judgment by default, 
the officer of the court refused to enter the judgment, 
as the writ did not bear the endorsement of the process- 
server. Counsel contended that the provision in such 
cases applied more to instances where the writ was 
served in the ordinary way, and was dispensed with 
where the court directed a particular mode of service. 

The Chief Baron said the court was of opinion that 
the endorsement wasjnecessary, for the purpose of stating 
when and where the wr!t was posted for service. A new 
writ should be issued. 

Watson v. Royal Atlantic Steam Navigation Company 
(Limited). 

In this case, Mr. O'Driscoll applied to the court that 
the service of the copy of summons and plaint 
already had might be deemed good service, or for 
an order to substitute service by serving the 
parties named in the afiidavitofthe plaintiff's attorney. 
The action hal been brought to recover compensation 
for the loss of the plaintiff's luggage—he having been a 
passenger on board the Argo,which was recently wrecked 
on her home voyagefrom Newfoundland to Galway. The 
company is registered under the recent Limited Liability 
Act, and has an office in 4, College-green, in this city. 
It appeared that the solicitor of the plaintiff, who de- 
posed in his affidavit to the above facts, went to his office, 
on the 8th inst., and inquired the name of the com- 
pany's secrétary, and was informed that it was Mr. 

Ile then desired the process-s@tver to 
servethis gentleman with the writ, which was accord- 
ingly done. 

The Chief Baron asked in what capacity the plaintiff 
sued the defendants? 

Mr. O'Driscoll said the company was sued pursuant 
to the Limited Liability Act, and not as individuals, 

The Chief Baron asked whether, if this gentleman 
was the secretary, the service effected on him would not 
be deemed good? 

Mr. ©’ Driscoll—If he were the secretary it would be, 
pursuant to the statute; but we apprehend he may be 
but a sub-secretary; for we find, according to the pros- 
pectus, that the real secretary is a Mr. Boat, who lives in 
London. We refrain from marking judgment, although 
the time has expired, in order that the defendants may 
have an opportunity of defending the action. 

Chief Baron—Have you an affidavit verifying the 
fact that Mr. Boat is the secretary ?
